MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT 


for  the  year  ended  31st  December.  1964 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report,  and  incidentally,  my  final 
one,  on  the  health  of  the  District,  for  the  year  1964.  As  usual, 
this  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Generally  speaking,  the  health  of  the  District  continues  to  be 
satisfactory.  The  population  continues  to  rise,  and  is  now  22,120 
as  compared  to  21,980  the  previous  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  risen  from  18.93  the  previous  year  to 
20.14.  I am  pleased  to  record  a drop  in  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate,  which  is  now  23.71  as  compared  to  20.0  for  England  and  Wales, 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country.  I am  also  pleased  to 
see  that  there  were  no  Maternal  Deaths  during  1984. 

The  Death  Rate  was  13.13  and  compares  with  11.3  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Cardio -vascular  lesions 
or  diseases,  Cancer,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. 

We  know  that  Lung  Cancer  is  insidiously  killing  four  times  as 
many  people  as  are  killed  on  the  roads  of  this  country  every  year. 
This  sad  and  tragic  state  of  affairs  may  lack  the  dramatic  effect 
of  road  casualties,  which  may  evoke  such  terms  as  ’’road  slaughter", 
but  never-the-less  is  all  the  more  deplorable,  because  preventable. 
I appreciate  fully  the  difficulty  of  communicating  to  the  public 
the  idea  of  preventing  disease,  instigated  here  and  now  and 
producing  its  end  result  in  the  form  of  a cancerous  growth  twenty- 
five  years  hence.  Still,  I consider  it  my  duty  and  that  of 
others  to  attempt  to  do  exactly  this.  I refer,  or  course,  to 
smoking  and  pollution  in  all  its  forms. 
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I believe  that  figures  produced  for  a small  district  are  more 
easily  understood,  and  so  I would  like  attention  drawn  to  the  past 
five  years.  It  is  noticeable  that  apart  from  one  female  death 
all  were  males,  and  have  increased  appreciably.

I would  say  that  the  attempt  to  acquire  and  maintain  health 
and  so  live  to  the  optimum  in  our  environment  demands  positive 
action  for  many  at  this  opportune  time,  now,  and  not  tomorrow. 


A further  step  in  the  prevention  of  cancer  of  the  womb  was 
reached  during  the  year,  when  a Cytology  Clinic  was  commenced  at 
the  County  Health  Clinic,  Urban  Road.  This  has  been  the  first 
of  its  kind  in  the  County,  and  we  are  most  fortunate  in  having  all 
the  necessary  facilities  available.  This  and  other  screening 
procedures  appear  to  gain  general  agreement  in  preventive 
medicine.  I feel  that  general  practitioners  will  and  should  play 
a larger  part  in  this  work. 


There  were  151  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  in  the 
District  during  1964.  Again  Measles  accounted  for  the  majority, 
103  cases.  We  hope  that  a suitable  vaccine  against  it  will  be 
available  before  long.  There  were  16  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and 
Scarlet  fever.  Tuberculosis  still  remains  a problem,  as  shown  by 
the  notification  of  11  cases.  A suitable  vaccine  against  it  is 
available  for  all  school  children  over  the  age  of  11  years.  Why 
the  prevailing  complacency,  I ask? 


for  the  13th  successive  year  there  has  not  been  a case  or 
death  from  Diphtheria.  for  this  we  can  be  extremely  grateful, 
when  we  consider  the  most  deplorable  response  to  immunisation/ 

In  this  regard,  the  majority  of  parents  of  young  children  in 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  appear  to  be  completely  irresponsible.  I can 
only  hope  that  they  become  alive  to  their  duties  regarding  the 
health  and  well-being  of  their  children  before  it  is  too  late. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  welcoming  to  the  District  a new 
Health  Visitor  in  the  person  of  Miss  S.  McBride,  who  commenced  her 
duties  during  the  year. 
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The  prospects  for  the  development  of  8,  new  "town  centre  impro 
ved  during  the  year,  as  the  demolition  of  unfit  houses  proceeded 
and  their  occupants  re-housed, 

I have  enjoyed  the  full  co-operation  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.  H.  S.  Whitten,  in  all  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  I express  my  thanks  both  to  him  and  the  other  members  of 
the  staff  for  their  willing  and  efficient  assistance.  May  I also 
express  my  gratitude  to  the  staff  of  the  various  other  departments 
and  to  the  Council  members  for  their  help  and  encouragement  during 
the  year.

Nottingham  City  Water  Department  supplied  645,000 
gallons  to  houses  in  the  Selston  side  of  the  District.
